RAM ALLAH. Occupied Wesi Bank June 
2 (Agencies) — Two leading West Bank 
Palestinians were seriously wounded in car- 
bombings Monday and seven other Arabs 
were hurt when a hand grenade was thrown 
into a crowded main square in Hebron. 

Ramallah Mayor Kerim Khalafs blue 
Cadillac was left a twisted mass of metal and 
wire, the driver's seat blown away. 

Nablus Mayor Bassam Shakaa had both his 
legs amputated, his attorney Felicia Langer 
told the Associated Press from the Nablus 
hospital. Shaka's car exploded when he 
started ir outside his home to go to his office. 
Mis. Langer said. 

Khalaf lost pan of his left foot and suffered 
other injuries, a Ramallah hospital spokes- 
man said. 

A bomb also was found in a garages owned 
by Ibrahim Tawil. the mayor of Ramallah' s 
twin city, el Bireh. and a police demolition 
expen was wounded when the bomb 
exploded while he was examining it. 

Suad Khalaf. a young woman cousin of the 
Ramallah mayor, said Khalaf had been park- 
ing his car in her home's driveway for several 
weeks to avoid damage aftersome of Khalaf s 
followers smashed windows last month. 

After a bomb blast, she said, family mem- 
bers rushed to windows and saw the smoking 
wreckage with Khalaf inside. 

“He was screaming inside the car for some 
one to help him. to take him to the hospital," 
she said. A housepainter was the first to reach 
him. and soon after the mayor was pulled out. 
the gas tank exploded and the car engulfed in 
flames. 

Khalaf. Shakaa and Tawil are leading 
spokesmen for Palestinian West Bankers, 
though they have been forbidden from speak- 
ing to journalists during the firm crackdown 
in the occupied territory following the slaying 
of settlers In Hebron.

The bombings are " another example of the 
tragic cycle of violence and counter-violence 
in the West Bank and elsewhere in the area. ” 
the statement said. 

In the occupied Gaza Strip. Gaza Mayor 
Rashid Shaw a and his muntipal council held 
an emergency meeting and resigned en masse 
to protest the bombings. Shawu told Reuters 
that he had resigned along with his entire 
town council. He said : " We have resigned in 
protest at the bombings and because of the 
iron policy of the Israeli government. 

*• I am breaking off all contact with the 
Israeli military authorities and am staying at 
home. Begin can run the municipality. 

After the bomb blast in Ramallah a crowd 
of about ] 00 Palestinian youths gathered 
outside the Town Hall shouting angry 
slogans. Israeli forces opened fire and Reuter 
correspondent Arik Ba jar saw one youth fall 
wounded in the stomach. Military sources 
said a second youth was also wounded. 

Shopkeepers in Nablus closed their stores 
immediately after the explosion. 

Israeli troops imposed tight security in 
West Bank towns to prevent demonstrations. 

West Bankers, however, immediately 
blamed extremists among Jewish settlers who 
have threatened revenge for the slaying of six 
settlers in Hebron one month ago to the day.

In Beirut the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization (PLO) said the Israeli government 
was responsible for Monday’s bumb attacks 
which injured the West Bank mayors, and 
added that the assaults were designed to 
liquidate nationlist leaders. 

A spokesman for the PLO was quoted by 
the Palestine news agency (Wafa) as saying: 
“The Israeli government represented by its 
premier, the terrorist (Menahem) Begin, is 
undoubtedly directly responsible for the 
Zionist double crime committed against 
brothers Karim Khalaf (of Ramallah) and 
Bassam Sbaka (of Nablus). 

He recalled that the Israeli occupation 
authorities had exactly a month ago deported 
two other West bank mayors to Lebanon — 
Fahd al-Oawastneh of Hebron and Moham- 
mad Milhem of HaJhoul. 

“This Zionist crime is an extension of the 
earlier Zionist crimes and a serious escalation 
designed to liquidate nationalist leaders and 
symbols in our occupied land in an attempt 
to.Jmplcment Zionist- American plans with 
the approval and blessing of the Egyptian 
regime.” he said.

Mayors exposed to death,

Milhem was speaking at the conference 
with Hebron Mayor Fahd AJ Kawasme and 
the Muslim judge of Hebron, Sheikh Rajah 
Baydoub Al Tamimi. All three had been 
deponed four weeks ago following a Palesti- 
nian commando attack on Jews in Hebron on 
May 3 in which six Jews died. Milhem said 
they had become "scapegoats, and there 
must be an end to Israeli harassment if there 
was to be security and peace in the Middle 
East. Kawasme added: "There’s qo differ- 
ence between the extremists and the Begin 
government.” 


Palestinian issue clouds 
U.S. business in Mideast

WASHINGTON. June 2 — The 
revolution in Iran — the Soviet drive into 
Afghanistan — and a resurgent Islam have 
produced new tensions in the Middle East 
and are changing the economic climate 
particularly on the Arabian Peninsula. 

But it is an old tension — the unresolved 
Palestinian issue — which American 
businessmen say casts the darkest political 
cloud over the current Middle East mar- 
ket. 

American executives — most old hands 
in the Middle East business arena — who 
gathered for a recent seminar here on cop- 
ing with regional tensions were frank in 
saying that U.S. Middle East policy affects 
American business interests in the area. 

While government officials and statis- 
tics sometimes dispute private industry's 
claim of recent market losses, the 
businessmen's perception of the political 
climate in the Middle East was upheld by a 
high ranking State Department official 
who addressed the conference. 

"The Arab-lsraeli conflict is the fun- 
damental relationship which colors all 
other relationships." Deputy Assistant 
Secretary of Slate Joseph Twnam told the 
50 business executives at a Wahington 
seminar sponsored by the business and 
legal publication. Middle East Executive 
Reports. 

Twinara also said he "sensed a growing 
concern” in the U.S. government about 
the declining American market position in 
the region which American business lead- 
ers trace to U.S. laws taxing the foreign 
earned income of its citizens, anti- boycott 
and anti-bribery regulations and stiff 
competition from European and East 
Asian countries. 

But some speakers at the seminar 
downplayed the impact of the anti- 


boycott regulations and the Federal Cor- 
rupt Practices Act. " ft is costly to the U.S. 
business or company." one official said, 
"but most Arab countries — particularly 
Saudi .Arabia — iiave accommodated 
themselves to the anti-boycott rules." 

Acknowledging another special con- 
cern of American business — the East 
Asian competition — Washington attor- 
ney Michael Arra told the seminar par- 
ticipants that the “competition has 
learned the skills.” 

The East Asians, primarily the Korean 
companies trained by the U.S. in the early 
1970s. now have the ability to build to 
American specifications, he said. The sub- 
ject of East Asian competition in the Mid- 
dle East market was the subject of a lun- 
cheon speech by Stephen M. Soble, a 
Washington attorney who also edits East 
Asian Executive Reports . the sister publica- 
tion of .Middle East Executive Reports. 

American businessmen say it is difficult 
to compete with companies from nations 
who give government financial backing to 
private industry, and in the case of Japan, 
Soble admitted that the “hand of the 
Japanese government is on the business- 
man's back.” 

A further factor, in the Middle East 
market. Soble told the business leaders 
will be the emerging role of the People’s 
Republic of China. Soble. who devotes 
mu'* _T :is law practice to international 
transactions, described the Chinese work 
force' as " highly disciplined and stable ” 
— a " potential competitive partner " in 
the Middle East arena. 

While American business must cope 
with new and old tensions in the area, tax 
laws and other U.S. regulations which 
they label as “ export disincentives ' and 
mounting East Asian competition, they 
were told that American architect- 
engineer firms could be expected to con- 
tinue to dominate the Middle East mar- 
ket.

ANKARA. June 2 IR) — Six Iraqi 
helicopters maehinegunnecl a group of 18 
Turkisli peasants who had crossed into Iraq, 
kiiiinc luand wounding three, the state radio 
reported Monday, 

The radio said two peasants escaped back 
to Turkev unharmed and three children with 
the group were later allowed back by Iraqi 
authorities. 

The radio said the Turkish- Iraqi border 
had been closed after news of the incident 
near the Iraqi village of Depkar Sunday 
morning. 

The governor of Turkeys Hakkari Pro- 
vince. which borders both Iraq and Iran, was 
holding talks with Iraqi officials at the border 
Mondav. the radio said. It reported that 
Turkish peasants had wandered across the 
border to cut grass. 

The Turkish cabinet released a statement 
after an emergeny session Sunday night 
which gave the figure as 12 Turks dead but 
made no mention of Iraqi helicopters and did 
not specify clearly on which side of the border 
killings took place. 

Monday's state radio broadcast appeared 
to give the latest information known to the 
Turkish authorities. 

There was widespread speculation here 
lhat the incident may have involved Kurdish 
guerrillas or been linked to the recent Iraqi- 
irartian border clashes.

AJi 
added. 

“Israel should not adopt any opposition 
toward these two subjects in order not to 
block resuming the negotiations.” Ali 
warned. 

Ali was apparently referring to an Israeli 
statement issued in Jerusalem earlier in the 
day saying lhat the Israeli government was 
preparing a bill that would formally name 
Jerusalem, including the .Arab sector as the 
capital city. Israel annexed East Jerusalem 
shortly after the 1*?67 Mideast war. 

Apart from being a violation of the Camp 
David agreements. Israel’s policy on 
Jerusalem and the settlements is preventing 
Palesinians from joining the autonomy talks. 
Ali said. 

The authoritative newspaper Al Ah nun 
meanwhile said Vice President Hosni 
Mubarak has sought the American commit- 
ment during his talks with U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter in Washington last- month. 
The paper did not elaborate on Carter's reac- 
tion to the Egyptian request. 

It said Egypt has also asked the United 
States to produce a text of a new statement 
attributed to Israeli Prime Minister Menahcm 
Begin in which he rejected a proposal by 
Carter's Mideast envoy Sol Linowitz urging 
no change in the status of East Jerusalem. 

Egypt has also asked its ambassador in Tel 
Aviv to relay the same text, the paper added 
without elaboration.

Syria warns 
against ‘U.S.- 
Zionist plans’ 

DAMASCUS. June 2 ( R) — Syria’s gov- 
ernment newspaper Tishrin. Monday warned 
other Arab governments against drifting 
behind “ American and Zionist plans” 
through political action to solve the Middle 
East .crisis. 

It said in a leading article that there was a 
new trend in certain Arab quarters to solve 
the Middle East issue through political 
efforts, including dialogues, contacts and 
accepting invitations to sec certain presi- 
dents, especially in the United States aod 
European countries. 

The paper mentioned no names bur it was 
announced in Amman last week lhat King 
Hussein had accepted an invitation from 
President Jimmy Carter to visit Washington 
for talks on the Middle East and other inter- 
national issues. 

“Political action aimed at achieving the 
national aspirations, represented by liberat- 
ing all the Arab territories, the creation of an 
independent Palestinian state and the foiling 
of the Camp David accords, is essential and 
necessary, but to drift behind American and 
Zionist plans is something which is totally 
rejected,' ' the paper said. 

Tishrin also said the Arab masses would 
not accept the abandonment by an Arab 
party on its commitments whether in the 
military. economic or oil fields “under the 
guise of what is called political action." 


Pakistan 
lawyers 
protest 
court curbs 

ISLAMABAD, June 2 (R) — Lawyers in 
Pakistan’s main cities stopped work Sunday 
in protest against the government’s attempt 
to restrict the power of civilian courts. About 
5,000 lawyers observed the one-day boycott 
following Gen. Zia ul-Haq's decree last 
Monday amending the constitution. 

Zia banned provincial high courts from 
bearing cases challenging his rule and warned 
lawyers they faced jail, forfeiture of property 
and flogging if they allowed their professional 
organizations to be used as political platforms 
by opposition politicians. 

The walkout dosed courts in Karachi. 
Hyderabad. Quetta. Lahore and Peshawar. 
Lawyers in Rawalpindi, site of Pakistan’s 
supreme court, decided to carry out their 
boycott Monday. 

Lawyers in Hyderabad marched through 
the streets wearing black armbands in 
defiance of martial law’ regulations banning 
processions. No one was arrested. 

In Lahore the local bar association called 
for a national lawyers’ convention to try to 
force the government to restore constitu- 
tional rights to the courts and to remov e press 
censhorsip. 

In Karachi, the bank employees federa- 
tion, the main union of Pakistan’s middle 
dasses, gave its full support to the lawyers’ 
action, a spokesman said. 

Two leading opposition politicians, retired 
Air Marshal Asghar Khan and Miss Benazir 
Bhutto, daughter of executed Prime Minister 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, have made anti 
government speeches at bar association 
meetings in the past month. 

19 Pakistanis killed 
in bus-jeep collision 

ISLAMABAD. June 2 ( AFP) — Nineteen 
persons died and 50 others were injured in a 
head-on-collision between a passenger bus 
and jeep near Malakand, about 480 kilomet- 
ers north of here Sunday. 

Sixteen persons died on the spot as the two 
vehides. after colliding, rolled into a 1,000 
meter deep gorge, police reported. The acci- 
dent occurred on the Mardan-Swat raod.

N.Yemen won’t join hardline group 


SHARJAH, United Arab Emirates. June 
2 (.AFP) — North Yemen's Information 
Minister Yehia Aracbi has denied reports 
that his country was planning to join the 
“steadfastness front” grouping Algeria, 
Libya, Syria, South Yemen and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, the daily Al KhaBge 
reported. 

In an interview with the newspaper, pub- 
lished here Sunday Arachi said that North 


Yemen bought arms “from both the Soviet 
Union and the United Stales in keeping with 
the principle of diversification of arms 
sources.” 

“There is no reason for excesrive worry- 
over the presence of Soviet and American 
military experts in North Yemen. ' he added. 
“Both countries provide us with skills we 
need and are only there on a temporary 
basis.” 


U.K. police probe link to KOC blast 


LONDON. June 2 (R) - British police 
Sunday night investigated the possibility that 
a bomb explosion at the Kuwait Oil Company 
(KOC) office in London earlier Sunday was 
Linked to an attempted bomb attack at the 
Kuwait Tourist Office in Paris. 

The bomb attack here shortly after mid- 
night in a fashionable shopping and office 
area caused extensive damage to the oil com- 
pany office and adjacent buildings, but no 
one was injured. 

In Paris, a bomb was discovered shortly 
afterward, but it was safely defused, British 
police said. They added that British and 


French police were in contact over the inci- 
dents. 

A British police spokeswoman said, how- 
ever, “no one has claimed responsibility for 
the explosion and we have no idea who car- 
ried it out.” 

There has been a spare of Middle East- 
related violence in London recently, includ- 
ing the takeover of the Iranian embassy last 
month by armed dissidents. Two of some 20 
hostages were killed during a six-day sigge. 
and five of the dissidents were killed when the 
embassy was stormed by British commandos.

Iran ’s ‘hanging judge ’ 


Khalkhali strikes again 


TEHRAN. June 2 (OFNS) — Iran's 
revolutionary tribunals have recaptured 
their prominence in national affairs by 
ordering a spate of executions for political 
and criminal offenses. A t least 45 persons 
faced firing squads two week? ago as the 
regime settled old political were*, sought 
to contain the frequent acts of sabotage in 
the oil-producing province of Khuzestan 
and unleashed a war on drug trafficking. 

Among the latest to be executed were 
two dissident leaders in the northwestern 
city of Tabriz and six mem hers «»f the 
underground Frnqun movement, held 
responsible for the assassination of several 
prominent figures since the revolution. 

And Iran’s feared ‘ hanging judge”. 
Ayatollah Sadegh Khalkhali, sentenced, 
20 persons to death for dealing III heroin, 
the biggest mass execution of criminals 
since Ayatollah Khomeini came to power. 

Khalkhali condemned nine more to death 
a day later, and further executions seemed 
likely to follow another raid on drug- 
dealers. Fhe raid resulted in 32 arrests. 

When Khalkhali was appointed, he was' 


instructed by President Bani-Sadr to con- 
fine himself tc investigating drug traffick- 
ing and to leave sentencing to the judicial 
authorities. Asked about' Khalkhalfs 
defiance. Bani-Sadr washed his hands of 
the affair, announcing it was not his busi- 
ness. 

The response illustrated the weakness 
of Ban i- Sadr's position as he approaches 
another round in the power straggle with 
the dergy-con trolled Islamic Republican^ 
Party o\er the selection of a prime minis- 
ter and cabinet.

’’President Carter's statement 6vef the" Middle tasY came as 
a surprise more because of its unprecedented sharpness of 
tone. The content, which is America’s rejection of any settle- 
ment in the Middle East outside the framework of the Camp 
David agreements, has been repeatedly broadcast by the 
administration. But this time. President Carter accompanied 
this stand with an overt threat to the European countries. The 
United States, he said, will use its veto in the Security Council 
;if the Europeans decide to proceed with their independent 
initiative for a Middle East settlement. 

If Carter’ s stand is unacceptable to some of the European, 
as well as some of the Arab, countries, his reasons for it are 
dear. The Camp David agreements are his most important 
foreign poiicy achievement, and he is therefore unable to give 
up hope that Egypt and Israel could be once more brought to 
the negotiating table and made to work out a mutually agreed 
fprmula for Palestinian autonomy. In addition, he is immersed 
in the reelection battle where, no sooner than the Kennedy 
threat to divide the "liberal" constituency began to recede, 
than it was supplanted by the threat from John Anderson to do 
the same. 

The question is whether the European powers will accede to 
Carter's demand. Their forthcoming’ summit in Venice was 
supposed to decide on the form of the supposed "European 
initiative'': although there was doubt if prior agreement on it 
had been obtained. The Europeans had delayed their initia- 
tive several times before, partly because of American pres- 
sure, but also because of lack of agreement on its terms among 
them. 

What the Arabs require from any such initiative is dear 
departure from the Camp David terms. They want recognition 
of the Palestine Liberation Organization, and an unambigu- 
ous call for the establishment of a Palestinian state. If, as the 
Americans say. this will only increase Israers suspicions, and 
hence lead to further hardening of its stand, then this is what 
-the Israelis themselves say, while proceeding regardless with 
their illegal colonization of the West Bank and the other 
occupied territories.

TEHRAN — 

The Soviet Union and its allies arc poised to help 
Iran circumvent newly imposed European Com- 
munity trade sanctions. Trade protocols signed last 
month by the Soviet Union, Poland and Bulgaria 
will enable these three countries to act as brokers or 
middle men for Iranian imports from Western 
Europe. 

Iranian officials do not expect any substantial 
reduction in the flow of imports, although goods 
will be more expensive and delays can be expected. 
The United States, Western Europe and Japan, 
hitherto Iran's main trading partners, have all 
joined hands to impose sanctions against Tehran 
until the release of the American embassy hostages.

Discontent is growing among NATO states over 
the alliance's provisions for early warning of a War- 
saw Pact air attack.

The Boeing s are being funded mainly by the West 
Germans and the United States. Countries on the 
edge of the alliance, such as Norway and Greece, 
are concerned that, in a war, the AWAC planes 
would be concentrated over Germany to the neglect 
of their own defeases.

Mystery killers in Portugal

LISBON — 

“ Terrorism on the loose. ” ** Policeman gunned 
down, terrorists arrested, " “ Has the Wild West 
reached us ? ” Across the front pages of Lisbon’s 
newspapers the bander headlines underline a grow- 
ing disquiet in Europe’s sleepiest capital. 

Until recently Portugal was one of the few West- 
ern European countries that could boast a near- 
immunity from organized urban terrorism. Even 
the 1974 revolution, which overturned half-a- 
century of dictatorship, claimed only four lives. But 
in two weeks a series of bank raids, explosions, 
deaths (two policemen and one industrialist), and a 
reported kidnap attempt on the Finance Minister, 
Arriba! Cavaco Silva, has sent shivers through the 
establishment. 

The source of the violence is uncertain. Por- 
tugal’s first right-wing administration since the 
revolution has warned the media against dramatiz- 
ing events, and has accused the opposition of trying 
to suggest that “ unconnected acts of banditry are 
part of a coordinated campaign. " 

Responsibility for the raids and the killings has 
been claimed by a little-known group calling itself 
the “ Popular Forces — 25th April, ” the date of 
the revolution. The FP-25. as it has become known, 
issued its first communique in April on the revolu- 
tion's sixth anniversary : an occasion marked by a 


senes of small bomb explosions across the country. 

However, arrested suspects and spokesmen 
claiming to represent the group have given con- 
tradictory statements about FP-25' s activities and 
ideology. 

Some of the so-called “ terrorist ” incidents have 
been characterized by amateurism, strengthening 
the government's view that they are the work of 
criminals rather than of a well-organized political 
group. 

The “ murder" of the industrialist, for which 
FP-25 d aimed responsibility, is described by police 
as “ almost certainly ” suicide. The FP-25 has cre- 
ated a dimate of expectancy ripe for picking not just 
by radicals but by any bored individual who wiU 
□ever use a gun in his life but who knows that telling 
people he has one gets turn on the front pages. 

While the government demands some self- 
control from the hysterical media, the police have 
seized the chance to campaign for the creation of an 
anti-terrorist squad. Portugal's dreaded security 
service, the P1DE, was disbanded after the revolu- 
tion, and the issue of replacing it has remained 
politically controversial since then. 

In April a draft law envisaging the formation of a 
new crack unit called the Special Operation Group 
was approved in prindple by Prime Minister Fran- 
cisco sa Cameiro. The decisio n has still to be 
endorsed by President Eanes.— (OFNS)

fhe world s largest remaining area of rain forest 
is under new threat from a draft law before BraziTs 
congress. The proposed law was origin ally designed 
to protea the Amazon forest, but a government 
commission has secretly altered it under pressure 
from frig business. 

The revised version is unashamedly market- 
oriented and anti-conservationist and makes a 
mockery of the recent daim by Mario- Andreazza. 
minister of the interior, that "Brazilian society... 
has decided to ensure that his immense and still 
virgin area should cease to be pillaged." 

Leaked documents show the modifications in the 
law greatly strengthen the position of the powerful 
international timber companies that are anxious to 
lay their hands on the 50 billion cubic meters of 
Amazonian hardwoods which have been estimated 
to be worth $ 90 billion. 

The original draft of the new law was drawn up by 
a special commission of academics and government 
representatives, which met during the second half 
of last year. This law was not presented to congress, 
and instead a second commission, composed of offi- 
cials from the planning, interior and agriculture 
ministries, all of which have close; links with the 
business community, prepared their own version. 

A comparison of the* two drafts reveals changes 
that greatly weaken the legislation, although it has a 
few positive points. 

A commitment was made in the first draft to 
preserve 1 50 million hectares of the Amazon reg- 
ion. erf which 100 million were to be tropical rain 
forest. This would have meant that about a third of 


the luxuriant tropical forest, with its rich abundant 

of flora and fauna, some of which have yet tot 
classified by scientists, would have been saved fra/ 
destruction by timber companies, land develop* 
and cattle ranches. * 

Under the revised draft, the references to 
specific areas and been replaced by a vague reft 
ence to preservation "according to ecdogie 
economic zoning."

Hayas, the second son, is seventeen, 
humorous, a pupil at die middle school. Little 
Abdul Rahman, nine years old, bird-like and 
talkative, is learning how to read and write. 

Hajrah is a community spread out from the 
suq along the valley, which consists, accord- 
ing to AbduDah, of at least ten thousand 
souls. The Amiris Zamil. The suq is small and 
crowded with new concrete buildings jostling 
for space among the more beautiful rough 
hewn stone ones. There is. of course, a mos- 
que, a new middle school , a primary school, a 
dispensary and a few public buildings. It is 
one of the villages of the Tehran, tradition- 
ally a war lik e tribe, of whom half were settled 
pastoralists and the reminder. Bedouin. 

Now they are nearly all settled, making 
their living either in trade or in animal hus- 
bandly. The land supports only a little cereal 



and oil seed (simsim). The country has been 
opened up by the Gizan highway which 
makes Mecca, Ta’if and Jeddah easily access- 
ible. There are many trucks in the village and 
the pattern of life is rapidly dragging. Young 
men are looking for employment elsewhere 
and the secondary school, at A1 Life, not only 
takes them away home but opens up oppor- 
tunities for a better life than their fathers 
enjoyed. There is nevertheless among all of 
them, young and old, an emotion of attach- 
ment to the land, however ungenerous it is 
and a love of the space and tranquility of this 
rocky landscape. 

In its tom, the country produces the virtues 
of endurance and simplicity in its people. We 
dined well on freshly baked flat bread, a spicy 
muttons stew and apricots fom the Hejaz. We 
drank that most relished of beverages among 
tile Arabs, hail, which is coffee flavored with 
cardamon. 

The night had grown cod and a grateful 
breeze arose. When we finally stopped talk- 
ing and went to sleep under the moon and the 
glittering stars, it was necessary to poll up a 
covering to keep off the difll.

Filipino community to stage musical show

In the Philippines there is always cause for 
celebration and the Jeddah Filipino commun- 
ity is keeping up that tradition with "77ie 
Sound of thelslands ” The two hour musical 
production of songs and dances will be pre- 
sented Thursday evening at the Players’ 
Playhouse. 

A portrayal of the history of the Philip- 
pines through ethnic music, classical dance 
and colorful costumes, the production is the 
outcome of the combined efforts of some 50 
members of the Filipino Cultural and Theat- 
rical Association. Formed six months ago, the 
cultural association is headed by Jay Ibot, an 
industrious young man of 23 whose hard 
work and determination have put the show 
on stage. Jay is director, choreographer and 
leading dancer in the extravaganza. 

Jay’s experience in cultural show's goes 
back a long way. Already dancing at the age 
of two. the apex of his theatrical career came 
in 1972 when he with two other dancers were 
chosen by the Philippine government to rep- 
resent his country in the "Songs of Asia ” 
world tour. A history of Asia presented 
through classical dance, the production case 
of 60 people from 26 Asian and Pacific coun- 
ties toured the globe for three and a half 
years. 

When Jay left the troupe to study in Lon- 
don and work as a journalist he found he 
coundrft keep his dancing shoes off. He soon 
began organizing musical productions among 
the Filipino community there. It was only 
natural for Jay to think of organizing produc- 
tions when he came to Saudi Arabia last year. 
He presented the idea to the Philippines

The songs and dances of “ Sound of the 
Islands " are traditional, but the arrangement 
of steps and music are Jay s inspiration, no 
doubt drawn from his experience in profes- 
sional international productions. The per- 
formance. which has a cast of 30, begins with 
a journey through the islands by boat, each 
part of the stage representing a different area 
of the Philippines, the grass huts of the north, 
the Islamic architecture of the south and the 
totems of the east and central region. 

A medley of varied songs and dances opens 
the show, sparkling with the Savor of the 
Philippines. The opening number is highligh- 
ted by the melodious voice of Rose Rana, 
accompanied by the “Rondalla” an all string 
band Including a bandoria, and instrument 
best described as a twelve string mandolin.

The primitive ceremony is followed by a 
fast paced number depicting the planting and 
harvesting season for rice, the staple food of 
the islands. The act features the planting 
dance, the harvest festival and the thanksgiv- 
ing stick dance. 

Next, in historical sequence, the 333- year 
Spanish influence is introduced by the hat 
dance, starring Jay Ibot and Elizabeth 
Suarez. No novice to classical dance, 
Elizabeth performed on Philippine television 
before coming to Saudi Arabia. Both 
Elizabeth and Jay excel in this number. In 
fact* the entire Spanish era segment is a shin- 
ing spot in the program. The scene includes 
the sprightly castinet dance and the romantic 
candle dance performed by ladies with can- 
dles on their heads and in both hands. 

But the most typical display of the allure of 
the tropic isles is the Pacific dances and action 
songs. Beginning the second half of the pro- 
duction are the lovely bula-bula dancers, who 
create images with their hands. Ten-year-old 
Alethea Rana outshines her professional 
elders in this performance. 

Another young talent in “ Sound of the 
Islands " is Rolando Ouiambao, 25, a recent 
arrival in Saudi Arabia.

BELFAST, June 2 (AFP) — Eleven years 
after centuries-old sectarian strife in the 
self-governing British province of Northern 
Ireland finally developed into virtual war. its 
capital, Belfast, is today 3 city without a 
future. 

Wbat in 1 96S began ostensibly as a civil 
rights campaign by Ulster’s Catholic minority 
escalated in the following year into a full- 
scale offensive designed to withdraw the six 
counties from the United Kingdom and 
unite them with the 26 counties of the 
neighboring Irish Republic. 

Against that continuing offensive, waged 
by the insurgent underground Irish Republi- 
can Army (IRA) and its extremist offshoot, 
the Provisional IRA, the efforts of over 
20,000 regular British troops, the part-time 
Ulster Defense Regiment, and the Royal Uls- 
ter Constabulary (RUQ have been largely 
unavailing. 

The crux of the crisis — the traditional 
ruling protestant majority’s refusal even to 
share power with the Catholics on equal 
terms, let alone contemplate a union with 
Catholic Eire — is apparently without solu- 
tion, and Belfast, at the hub of the troubles, 
shows the marks of the past embattled decade 
and its continuing sequels. With gunfire and 
death the twin facts of daily life, few if any of 
the city* s 360.000 citizens still ding to the 
hope of seeing an end to the struggle in their 
lifetime. 

Talk of a political solution is met here with 
somber scepticism by members of both com- 
munities, notwithstanding last month’s leng- 
thy London meeting between British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher and Eire Prime 
Minister Charles Haughey. 

Since the bomb murders last August of 
Lord Louis Mountbatten. the queen’s cousin, 
whQe in holiday in the west of Ireland and 
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those of 18 British troops on patrol at War- 
renpoint, the provisional IRA appears to 
have suspended spectacular forms of slaugh- 
ter. 

But the routine killings go on. No day pas- 
ses in Belfast without a bombing or a shoot- 
ing. In the press the following morning — be 
it the protestant Belfast News Letter or the 
Catholic Irish News — there are the invari- 
able matching reports: a policeman gunned 
down by the Proves (Provisional IRA) in 
north Belfast, or in west Belfast a band of 
thrill-seeking Catholic youths machine- 
gunned by British troops after driving a sto- 
len car through a road block. 

None but a newcomer to the city nowadays 
stops to stare, appalled, at a blasted facade, 
the burnt-out carcass of a taxi, or at die 
bricked-up doors and windows of a row of 
derelict houses in the no-man’s land marking 
the frontier zone between a Catholic and a 
Protestant street, where on by an infantry 
section or a police patrol car win dare to 
venture. 

Most public buildings, as a precaution 
against bullets and bomb blast, are hedged 
around by grey concrete walls, the windows 
masked by steel grids. Despite this sort of 
precaution, Belfast's biggest hotel, the 
Europa, has been hit 22 times by IRA bomb 
blasts, and methodically restored after each 
attempt — at the British tax-payer’s expense. 

Entering a department store, a restaurant 
or even a plain public house, is to be sub- 
jected to a body search by security guards, a 
soldier, or RUC man. Security has inciden- 
tally developed into a prosperous national 
industry in economically blighted Belfast, 
where four workers in every 10 are on the 
dole. 

After dark the center city and business sec- 
tion of Belfast around Donegal Square and 
city hall abrupdy become a deserted "no-go 
area”, a zone only entered by the army, 
whether British or Irish Republican. 

Since the British government assumed con- 
trol of Northern Ireland’s administration in 
1 972. there have been numerous attempts to 
bolster U lster’ s depressed economy by pump- 
ing in millions of pounds to create new indus- 
tries and jobs.

By most counts :r»e 
president has already collected nearly a:f z-1 
the 1,666 delegates he needs to win forii.aJ 
nomination at the party's nominating o/j- 
vention in August. 

Tuesday's voting is almost ceriL.'. to piu- 
him well over the top, with 696 dirlc^u&s to 
be distributed and the president likely £•■ v* in 
a good share of them in big states like Ohio 
and California. 

On the Republican side, the finale has been 
a mere formality. Former California Gover- 
nor Ronald Reagan has eliminated all his 
major rivals and faces no opposition at the 
minority party's July convention. 

But among the Democrats, Kennedy, who 
started the campaign with a two- to- one opin- 
ion poll edge and saw the voters erase it in 
state after state, campaigned to the end in 
California. He insisted victory here and in a 
few other states would make him strong 
enough to challenge Carter at the conven- 
tion. 

His strategy rested on doing reasonably 
well in Ohio. Montana, New Mexico. Rhode 
Island, South Dakota and West Virginia and, 
above all, winning California in the west and 
New Jersey in the east. In a televised inter- 
view Sunday, Kennedy said he believed 
Tuesday (final primary day) was the last time 
the Democrats were going to be an opportun- 
ity to express their dissent against high inter- 
est rates, high rates of inflation and high 
unemployment.

American factories o.k.’d 
for China military sales

WASHINGTON, June 2 (LAT) — Sec- 
retary of Defense Harold Brown told visiting 
Chinese Vice Premier Geng Biao Thursday 
that Washington would permit American 
films to build factories in China to produce

■ugh many detaiis have not yet been 
oul the agreement marks the most 
. . jte step yet taken in the emerging milit- 
monship between the two powers who 
against each other in tiie Korean War. 
standing beside Geng. told repor- 
th at the purchase of U.S. military support 
upmcni would enhance China’s overall 
■:i ; ;tary capability. But the secretary of 
defense insisted that the United States had 
r.o intention of forging a formal military 
alliance with Peking, a step that would imply 
an American obligation to come to the aid for 
China if it were attacked. 


“This is not a military alliance,” Brown 
said. “The United States and the PRC (Peo- 
ple s Republic of China) are friends. It is 
possible to be friends without being allies." 

Nevertheless. Brown said the two coun- 
tries “see the geo-strategic situation in very 
s imil ar terras in a number of parts of the 
world, in fact, in most parts of the world." 


Geng. one of several Chinese vice premiers 
and the chairman of the Communist Party's 
military committee, indicated that his coun- 
try wants to push the relationship between 
the two nations even further than the United 
States is presently prepared to go. 

Asked if China wants to buy weapons as 
well as military support equipment, Geng 


said much sales were hot now possible, a 
reference to U.S. policy prohibiting the sale 
of lethal arms to either China or the Soviet 
Union. 

"I believe there might be such a possibility 
(of rhina buying American weapons) in the 
future,” Geng said. “The friendly relations 
between our two countries will be developed 
step by step in each passing day.” 

It is now up to China to negotiate specific 
deals with private American companies. 
Unlike non- Com munist nations such as 
Israel and Egypt, which are permitted to bay 
military equipment directly from the U-S. 
government, any transactions with China will 
be handled on a straight commercial basis. 

A Pentagon ^Jokesman, Thomas B. Ross, 
said that specific items and the names of the 
companies involved would not be made 
public until the deals are final. 

Defense officials declined to estimate the 
dollar value of the deals, except to say they 
could exceed several hundred million dollars. 

Chinese officials have said they hope to 
equip their military forces primarily with 
Chinese-manufactured weaponaiy. China 
considers imported arms to be generally too 
expensive. 

The agreement to permit U.S. firms to 
establish factories in China gives the Chinese 
the best of both worlds. The plants will turn 
out advanced items that are beyond present 
Chinese technology, but most of the labor 
will be Chinese and the factories will be on 
Chinese territory. 

Defense officials said that American tech- 
nicians would help run the plants for an inde- 
finite period, but that ultimately die factories 
would be turned over to Chinese control.

Hunts can keep, buy more 
silver despite heavy losses 


U.S. seizes British cai 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (WP) — The 
Hunts of Texas will be able to hold on to 
their vast hoard of silver and buy still more 
under terms of the $ 1 billion bail-out loan 
package they have negotiated with a 
group of the nation's biggest banks, h was 
disclosed in congressional hearings 
Thursday. 

Part erf the loan money will be used to 
buy silver under a contract the Hunts 
signed some time ago. Federal Reserve 
Board Otairman Paul A. Volcker told the 
Senate Banking Committee. 

Since last June, the Hunts have pur- 
chased at least 106 million ounces of 
silver, it was revealed in a commodity 
futures trading commission report made 
public by Sen. Donald L. Stewart, D-Ala. 

The report is the first accounting of how 


much silver the Hunts collected in their 
sfiver buying spree. It includes only their 
purchases on the U.S. futures market, and 
does not count silver bought overseas. 

Under questioning by Stewart, Volcker 
admitted for the first time, that the Hunts 
will be able to make at least one more 
purchase of silver using money from their 
controversial loan. 

Volcker said the loan perrmts the Hunts 
to make good on a “forward contract” 
they signed to buy silver. He did not say 
how much silver the contract will give to 
the Hunts. 

Volcker assured the banking committee 
that the loan agreement will prevent the 
Hunts from continuing the speculate in 
silver and will require them to sell of pres- 
ent holdings.

Business in Cambodia 

Improvization keeps textile mill running 


PHNOM PENH — The electric looms 
came to life mornings at 7:30 at Russey Keo 
textile factory. Their operators, mostly 
women, keep the 200 old machines clattering 
until 1 1:30, then in the afternoon start them 
up for another four-hour shift If things go 
well, Russey Keo will turn out about 2,000 
yards of cotton cloth during the day. 

But things often go wrong. Power failures 
silence the entire factory. Wheels and levers 
in looms installed in the 1950s and 1 960s give 
out Repairmen spends trying to improvise 
replacement parts that will get the ancient 
machines operating again. 

Despite it all, Russey Keo functions. The 
newly woven doth goes on to be steamed, 
dyed and printed with bright batik patterns. 


Sold in state-owned stores, it reduces by a 
fraction the black market trade with Thai- 
land, the largest source of clothing for Cam- 
bodia. 


Sixteen months after it took control of 
Phnom Penh, the Heng Sannin government 
claims to have reopened 63 of the city’ s more 
than 100 factories. Production is still tiny, but 
it could play an important role in reconstruc- 
tion. Already Cambodian plants are produc- 
ing fishnets, watering cans for farmers and 
bicydes, for instance. 


Sources familiar with Phnom Penh’ s indus- 
trial policy say that covering production 
shortfalls in Vietnam is another reason for 
the race to restart factories. Already 
Cambodian-made batteries and water pumps 


have been quietiy exported to Vietnam, they 
say. 

At some factories the focus is on luxury 
goods. Government planners apparently 
thought Cambodians deserved a taste of the 
old life and would be reassured that normal 
times lie ahead. Thus, soft drink and cigarette 
plants were among the first to reopen. 

In the 1 960s and early 1 970. private inves- 
tors built a series of small but often very 
modern factories in Phnom Penh. Production 
stopped when die Khmer Rouge captured 
and emptied the city in 1 975. Sotidieis sealed 
the factories’ doors and made amateur 
attempts to cover machinery to prevent rust- 
ing. During the next four years, about 65 of 
the city’s more than 100 factories were 
restarted, one-by-one, by tire Khmer Rouge. 

In January 1979, with Vietnamese forces 
dosing in on the dty, the Khmer Rouge 
turned on the machines they had repaired, 
destroying as many as possible before fleeing. 

Russey Keo was among the few textile plants 
to escape major damage. 

Heng Samrin officials inspecting it early in 
1979 found it had produced plain black doth, 
the traditional garb of the Cambodian peas- 
ant, turned into a national uniform by the 
Khmer Rouge. A large supply of Chinese 
cotton yam, the factory’s raw material had 
been left behind.

Balanced budget goal faces 
defense outlay obstacles 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (LAT) - The 
House, heeding President Cartel’s wishes, 
rejected a defense- oriented budget Thursday 
but then partly reversed itself later by endors- 
ing a military spending figure that the presi- 
dent said was too high. 

Acting by a decisive 242-141 margin, the 
House scuttled the $ 6133 billion spending 
plan proposed by Senate and House 
negotiators for the fiscal year starting OcL 1 . 

Later, with many members absent or not 
voting, the House shouted its approval of the 
$ 153.7 billion defense outlay that was in the 
compromise resolution. 

Because the key issue in the first vote was 
the objection by Carter and other top Demo- 
crats to the size of the prposed military out- 
lays, the outcome of the two votes confused 
almost everyone. A Senate and House, con- 
ference will try to work out a new comprom- 
ise bill this week. 

Ninety-seven Democrats and 44 Republi- 
cans voted for the compromise worked out in 
a week of turbulent Senate-House bargain- 
ing. Bnt 146 Democrats and 96 Republicans 
combined to scuttle the first balanced budget 
resolution in the six-year bistory of the con- 
gtessional budgeting process. 

The vote came only hours after the nation’s 
top militaiy leaders testified before a house 
armed services subcommittee that they 
favored more funds for defense than the 
budget resolution allowed. 

“I would vote for a higher defense 
budget, 1 ' Gen. David Jones, chairman of the 
joint chiefs of staff, said. Top commanders of 
the various armed services echoed that view, 
although Carter said this week that the prop- 
osed resolution would provide more money 
than the military could use. 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff broke publicly 
with their commander- in- chief Thursday by 
dedaring Carter's new defense budget is not 
big enough to meet the Soviet threat 

The chiefs were dragooned into the battle 
of die budget by Rep. Samuel S Stratton, 
D-N.Y., who called them before his House 
armed services investigations subcommittee 
to give their personal opinions on how much 
Is enough for guns. 

“Right now we have a hollow Army 1 ’ 
responded Gen. E.C. Meyer, Army Chief of 
staff, in what turned out to be the bluntest 
response. “1 don’ t believe the current budget 
responds to the Army’s needs for the 1 980s. 
There’s a tremendous shortfall in the ability 
to modernize quickly” in response to the 
Soviet threat. 

Many lawmakers said they were concerned 
that the budget did not contain enough funds 
for soda! programs that would be needed as 
the economy tumbles into recession riii* year. 

“I challenge the assumption that America 
cannot defend itself without taking money 
away form the needy and the destitute,” said 
Rep. Claude Pepper, D-Fla. “We’re not that 
destitute.” 

On the other hand. Rep. Robert N. 
Giaimo, D-Conn., chairman of the House 
Budget Committee, lamented the vote, say- 
ing: "If the liberals are unhappy with the 
budget for one reason and the conservatives 
are unhappy with it for another reason, God 
help the American people, but Chat’s where 
we are now.” 

Some Republicans said overall federal 
spending is too high and opposed the budget 


resolution because it did not provide for a tax 
cut. 

“You can’t balance the budget by raising 
unemployment.” said Rep. Jack Kemp, 
R-N.Y., a proponent of large tax reductions. 
“This is going back to Herbert Hoover if you 
pass this budget and throw more people out 
of work.” 

The issue sharply divided the Democratic 
ranks, with Speaker Thomas P. “Tip” O’Neil] 
Jr., D-Mass., joining Carter in opposition to 
the budget resolution, while Rep. Jim 
Wright, D-Texas, the House majority leader, 
spoke for it 

Five Democrats on the House Negotiating 
Committee team with the Senate split with 
Giaimo and their House colleagues, refusing 
to sjgn die compromise on grounds that it 
provided too much money for defense at the 
expense of such social projects as govern- 
ment training and job programs. 

The five were Rep. Leon Paoerta, D- Calif., 
Rep. Timothy Wirth, D-Colo, Rep. William 
Brodhead, D-Mich., Rep. Richard 
Gephardt, D-Mo., and Rep. Norman Mine ta, 
D-Calif. 

‘The aim of this self-styled “gang of five" 
was to defeat the resolution and attempt to 
change some of the spending priorities in 
renewed bargaining with a Senate delegation 
led by Sen. Ernest F. Hollings, D-S.C 

In addition to die administration and 
O’Neill, about 130 national organizations, 
including labor, church, health, education 
and crvfl rights groups, opposed the resolu- 
tion in intensive lobbying efforts. 

Hollings, angered by Cartel’s llth-hour 
opposition to tiie compromise resolution, 
said the president’s action was “outrageous 
and deplorable.” 

“He doesn’t want a balanced budget.” hol- 
lings said. “He wants a campaign budget.” 

Giaimo said that the defense spending limit 
of $ 153.7 billion was only $ 600 million 
above the amount that it would take to pay 
for Carter’s military programs and onlyS 200 
minion above the level that would have been 
acceptable to the five dissidents. 

O’Neill told reporters that the resolution 
should be defeated and re-negotiated. “Too 
many things in there (the budget) go against 
the philosophy of the Democratic Party and 
my wing erf the party’’ O’Neill said. 

The proposed agreement provided$ 171.3 
billion in budget authority for defense, allow- 
ing government offidlas to obligate but not 
spend that sum in fiscal 1981. This would be a 
19 per cent increase over the figure for the 
present fiscal year. After taking infla tion into 
account, the increase would be 9 per cent 
from fiscal 1980 to 1981. 

Defenders of the compromise said the 
target figures for military purposes were not 
unreasonable because the Pentagon has been 
neglected in the past and the Soviet Union's 
military power is growing. 

Critics argued that the figures were too 
high is view of the restraints imposed by the 
budget on subsidized housing, fuel assistance 
to the needy, public service jobs, mass transit 
'and school aid programs. 

The defeat e d resolution provided for a 
precarious surplus of $ 500 million, but many 
economists believe that would be eroded by 
higher outlays for jobless benefits and wel- 
fare in the event of a severe recession.

Botham, Somerset embarrassed by Middles 


LONDON, June 2 (AFP) — Ian Botham 
came back to earth with a crash at Taunton 
Sunday. The new England captain, still celeb- 
rating Friday's Prudential Trophy win over 
West Indies, had a disastrous time as Mid- 
dlesex thrashed the title^holdere, Somerset, 
to strengthen their position as joint- leaders in 
the John Player League. 

Botham, who Thursday became England's 
youngest test captain this century, conceded 
70 runs in his eight overs and then fell as one 
of Mike Solveys four victims — bowled fora 
duck. 

To cap it all, Botham's England predeces- 
sor. Mike Brearley. coasted to an unbeaten 
109 in a total of 241 for six. Middlesex, 
unbeaten this summer, were boosted by a 
cracking 52 from Phil Emdmonds before 
Somerset were dismissed for 119. Breariy 
finished the game by capturing the final wic- 
ket. 

An opening partnership of 107 between 
Dennis Amiss (64) and Andy Lloyd (74 not 
out) enabled Warwickshire to join Middlesex 
at-the top with 900 per cent records from four 
matches. They won by seven wickets after 
restricting Lancashire to 173 for nine at 
Liverpool.

Some (days go very modi 
against the grain, but that is 
not a good reason for failing to 
make them when the occasion 
eaTts for it. Consider this deal 
where West leads a diamond 
to partner’s ace and East 
returns" the~ queen " of 
diamonds. 

Let’s assume that South 
covers with the king, ruffed by 
West, and that a heart is 
returned. There is nothing 
Sooth can now do to save the 
contract, and eventually he 
loses two more diamond tricks 
to go down one. 


Yet the contract is cold as a 
mackerel if declarer, aware 
that the opening lead may be a 
singleton, takes steps to guard 
against that possibility. AH he 
has to do is play low from his 
hand on the queen of 
diamonds! 

True, this is an unnatural 
{day to make, but it is the right 
thing to do because it 
guarantees the contract 
against everything except a 
volcanic eruption. There is a 
substantial danger that West 
may have a singleton diamond 
and four trumps, and the great 
advantage of ducking the 
diamond queen at trick two is 
obvious once declarer stops 
for a moment to think about it 

After the queen of diamonds 
wins, East cannot possibly 
harm declarer, even if he next 
plays the jade of diamonds — 
which South also ducks. West 
would now score a trump 
trick, but that would be the 
end of the line for the defense. 

The virtue of ducking the 
queen of diamonds at trick two 
can be more readily 
appreciated if South realizes 
that he is looking at ten tricks 
at the point when East wins 
the opening diamond lead with 
the ace. All that declarer has 
to do is make sure that one of 
‘than — the king of diamonds 
— does not fly away at trick 
two. Ducking the queen of 
diamonds provides 100 per 
cent safety.

U. S. rescue lawless ’ — Clark K? 


TEHRAN, June 2 ( AP) — Iranian Presi- 
dent Abolbassan Bani-Sadr opened a 
“Crimes of America" conference Monday 
with a tirade against America, and former 
U.S. Attorney General Ramsey Dark, one of 
the participants, condemned the aborted 
U.S. mission to rescue the hostages as “law- 
less and contrary to constitutional govern- 
ment." 

“It is inconceivable that constitutional 
government could ever delegate to a single 
person — president or prime minister — the 
power to risk killing many people half a world 
away in a foreign country." Clark said of 
President Jimmy Carter’s attempt to rescue 
the 53 American hostages April 25. F igh t of 
the servicemen in the mission were lolled 
when two aircraft collided. 

“I hope that the conference and our par- 
ticipation in it can secure the early release of 
the hostages which I think is an important 
human concern for all people,” said Clark, 
who arrived in Tehran with nine other 
Americans in defiance of a Justice Depart- 
ment ban. He spoke in an interview with a 
Western reporter as the hostages spent their 
212th day of captivity. 

Bani-Sadr, in his opening remarks to the 
conference, said Iran was virtually governed 
by Washington and the Defense Department 
for years and urged condemnation of U.S. 
efforts in his country.

He attacked colonialism and said many 
countries have been faced with a “conspiracy 
of superpowers bargaining over their des- 
tinies.” He said the superpowers have carved 
out spheres of influence and that Iran was 
trying to break out of this mold. 

In a message to the four-day conference 
Ayatollah Khomeini called on delegates to 
“condemn die (U.S.) oppressors." Most

world governments “support the oppressor 
against the oppressed but we expect from you 
justice and good faith,” Khomeini said. 

He said the Iranian government would 
produce evidence showing American inter- 
vention in Iranian affairs and the alleged 
crimes of the deposed Shah and his father, 
Reza Shah. 

Some 100 non-governmental delegations 
from 50 counties are attending the confer- 
ence, called by Bani-Sadr. Delegates include 
representatives of the ruling political parties 
of Syria. Algeria and Ubya, and several Third 
World gu errill a. movemen ts. Tehran sources 
said. 

On Friday, U.S. Attorney General Benja- 
min Oviletti issued a statement saying he had 
received reports that some Americans were 
planning trips to Iran. 

“I want to remind the American public that 
the rules restricting travel to Iran are still in 
effect. Persons who violate these roles are 
subject to penalties of up to 1 0 years in prison 
and fines of up to$ 50,000 under the interna- 
tional emergency economic powers act,” 
Civiletti said. 

U.S. State Department spokesman said the 
group would not have received approval for 
the trip because “we believe that U.S. gov- 
ernment authorization for travel to Iran 
could be misconstrued as acceptance of the 
stated premise of the conference — that the 
U.S. committed aggression against Iran. 


New white elephant a mixed blessing 


BANGKOK. June 2 (LAT) — White 
elephants are a symbol of good fortune in 
Thailand, and by law they automatically 
become the property of the king. So the 
recent discovery of a year-old white elephant 
was expected to be an occasion for rejoicing 
in the royal household. However, the news 
was received with some restraint. 

King Bhumibol Adulyadej apparently is up 
to here in white elephants — so much so that 
they threaten to become “white elephants." 
The king already has an even dozen white 
elephants, and more is not necessarily better 
in these days of thundering inflation. 

The care and feeding of the royal elephants 
is no small matter, says Sawej Thanapradit, 
74. the elephant expert who has served the 
royal family for 50 years. 

Inflation has pushed the cost of care up to $ 
5,000 a month, he said, and while the 


elephants are not exactly eating the king out 
of bouse and home, they do consume three 
truckloads of grass daily in addition to vast 
quantities of bananas, sweet potatoes and 
sugar cane. It takes a staff of 10 to look after 
the royal herd. 

Not so many years ago, the royal court used 
to send a portraitist to paint a newly disco- 
vered white elephant so the king could have a 
look at him — or her — and decide whether 
the animal was suitable for the royal herd. 
Today, as an economy measure, a color 
photograph will do. 

Although described as a perfect specimen, 
the newly discovered white elephant is cer- 
tain to undergo rigorous scrutiny before 
being accepted. There are. it seems, three 
grades of white elephants: the pre-eminent, 
or No. 1, white elephant, the "Unique” and 
the merely rare. 


The newly found white elephant is said to 
possess the physical characteristics that put 
him in the top class, including white eyes, 
white palate, white nails, white hair, white 
skin and white tail hair. 

Elephants have a long and honorable his- 
tory in Thailand. Warrior elephants, the 
tanks of their day, once saved die Thai King- 
dom from invading Burmese. But white 
elephants have never been trained as fighters. 
Insteadjhecause of their rarity, they are con- 
sidered^ August omens of peace and prosper- 
ity. Actually, of course, they are albinos. 

There is a Thai proverb that says that to 
know a woman you must look at her mother, 
to know an elephant you must look at its tail. 
Precisely what an elephant’s tail proves is 
somehow lost in translation, but it helps if the 
tail is long, especially if it is a white elephant 
seeking admission to the royal circle. 


Wildlife . experts unite to save giant panda 


PEKING, June 2 (WP) — An interna- 
tional rescue mission has agreed to set up 
special breeding grounds for giant pandas in 
mountainous southwest China to study the 
wo rid- renowned but endangered animal and 
possibly mass-produce a new generation. 

Peter Soott, founder of the World Wildlife 
Fund, who has just returned from a rare visit 
to the pandas' natural habitat, said Chinese 
and foreign scientists plan to stock the project 
by capturing young pandas or using female 
pandas to lure adult male pandas. They want 
to find ways to accelerate the creatures’ leis- 
urely and indifferent mating habits before 
they become extinct. 

More than 10 per cent of all giant pandas 
were killed in 1975 and 1976 by starvation or 
earthquake, the Chinese disclosed recently, a 
considerable blow to a panda population now 


estimated at only a thousand animals, most of 
them in 10 southwest China reserves. Scott 
said Chinese in the area fear that shortages of 
arrow bamboo, because of its on oe- a- century 
blooming and its natural death, which starved 
the pandas in some reserves, could spread to 
others. 

The unusual speed with which Peking has 
approved the project indicates the great 
urgency it attaches to the rescue effort 

Scott said the project to be funded by 
China and the World Wildlife Fund, hopes to 
gather about 14 pandas in special pens in the 
Wolong Reserve and experiment with hor- 
monal drugs and breeding cycle techniques 
that might increase their fertility. 

"The practical value of breeding pandas on 
a production line would be a good thing for 
the pandas, a good thing for conservation, a 
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good thing for the World Wildlife Fund, 
which uses the panda as its symbol, and a 
good thing for the Chinese." 

Peking has won much international good 
will by donating the bearlike, white-and- 
black spotted creatures to foreign zoos, 
including the National Zoo in Washington. 
Despite matchmaking by zookeepeis, how- 
ever, no pandas in foreign captivity have ever 
reproduced. 

George B. Schaller, conservation director 
of the New York zoological society and the 
principal foreign scientist on the panda pro- 
ject. and World Wildlife Fund liaison officer 
Nancy Nash have just returned from an 
expedition to the Wolong Reserve in Sicilian 
province. They were the first foreigners 
allowed to visit the area since 1949. The 
group found no wild pandas during five days 
of hikes through their natural grounds. 

Military planes 
used in traffic 
of illegal drugs 

WASHINGTON. June 2 (LAT) - The 
Department of Defense has suspended its 
sales of surplus military^aircraft pending an 
investigation into their use in drug traffic 
operations. The decision was made last week 
after it was found that many old cargo planes 
had been used for large-scale smuggling of 
cocaine, marijuana and quaaludes from Col- 
ombia, primary supplier of these substances 
to the United States. 

The Davis-Monthan air base in Arizona, 
known as “The Boneyard". has become the 
nation's single biggest source of large- load 
cargo planes for drug smuggling. The U.S. 
Customs Sendee has identified 127 old milit- 
ary planes being used in drug, trafficking. 

The planes — DC- 3s, DC- 6s. Convair 240’s 
and 44(fs — are loaded with multimillion- 
dollar cargos of drugs on remote air strips in 
Colombia's Guajira Peninsula. From there, 
they fly non-stop to U.S. coastal areas, sweep 
low under spotty radar defenses, and touch 
down at improvised runways or at inland air- 
ports. 

The customs service hasuigedahalttothc 
surplus plane sales as part of a broad, 
stepped-up campaign against airborne drug 
smuggling, which the U.S. Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration estimates accounts for 
about 30 per cent of the Colombian drug 
traffic. 

The customs service has also proposed that 
the Federal aviation Administration impose 
tight, new controls on border area airplane 
operations, such as those used around the 
nation's most congested airports.

New Hebrides: Turmoil on Australia’s 

doorstep 

Boats rescue 
hundreds from 
New Hebrides 

VELA, New Hebrides. June 2 (R) — Boats 
Monday helped to evacuate 1 ,000 refugees, 
including about 100 foreigners, from the 
rebel-held island of Espiritu Santo as New 
Hebridean authorities discussed a military 
operation to seize the island. 

A government official said the United 
Nations bad been approached to provide a 
military unit to take the island by force after 
the evacuation was' complete, and if the 
rebels did not surrender. About 800 planta- 
tion workers armed with bows and arrows 
took over government installations on the 
island last Wednesday. They are backed by 
50 French-speaking Europeans with rifles 
and shotguns. 

The New Hebrides are ruled jointly by Bri- 
tain and France, and the two countries were 
due to discuss the situation in Paris Monday. 
The South Pacific island chain becomes an 
independent nation on July 30. 

The chief minister and prime minister- 
elect is Father Walter Lini, whose party defe- 
ated French-speaking g separatist factions in 
elections last October. Monday his private 
secretary Peter Kauiakoto, told reporters: 
“There is still no sign of the opposition lead- 
ers deciding to surrender, and evacuations 
will continue until such time as it becomes 
necessary for the government to move in with 
force to take over Santo again." 

"If the rebels do not want to negotiate or 
surrender, the government has approached 
the United Nations for a military unit with 
military advisers, and forces will move in and 
take over the island by force," he said. 

Four inter-island trading vessels are trans- 
ferring refugees from Espiritu Santo to the 
island of Malekula, some 190 miles to the 
sooth. 

Among those waiting to be evacuated were 
local islanders, Australians, New Zealanders 
and Britons. Some have already reached 
MaJekuJa, but the evacuation could take until 
Tuesday, according to Kauiakoto. 


Chun quits 
Korea CIA 

directorship 

SEOUL, June 2 (AP) — Ll Gen. Chun 
Doo-Hwan resigned as acting director of the 
Korean Central Intelligence Agency on 
Monday, but the move is not expected to 
diminish his power as South Korea's top 
military man. 

An official announcement said Chun, 48, 
submitted his resignation to civilian President 
Choi Kyu- Hah, who was expected to approve 
it routinely. Chun retains two other positions 
— commander of defense, security, tlje top 
military intelligence post, and a chairmanship 
of a “standing committee” that will make 
most bey decisions for the junta-like, 25- 
member council created on Saturday to run 
government affairs. 

All but eight members of the council are 
generals or retired generals, which diploma- 
tic observers say gives South Korea’s military 
near-total control of the government 

Chuq’s surprise resignation from the 
KCIA post, to which be had been appointed 
April 14, came as the martial law command 
issued a detailed report on the anti- 
government rebellion in the southern city of 
Kwangju that ended a week ago. The report 
said among other things that while 80 per 
cent of the guns seized by the student-led 
rebels in Kwangju had been recovered, more 
than 1,000 weapons and more than 86.000 
rounds of ammunition are still unaccounted 
for. 

The martial law command said about 1 ,000 
boxes of explosives and some band grenades 
also have not been found in the cleanup of the 
provincial capital held by the insurgents dur- 
ing th nine-day struggle. 

Government officials have not said 
whether they are seeking any particular indi- 
viduals as riot suspects in addition to 730 now 
held. There have been unconfirmed reports 
that some student rebels escaped from the 
city before it was recaptured by paratroopers 
last Tuesday, possibly taking weapons with 
them. 

Chun’s resignation from the KCIA post, 
while not expected to reduce his real power in 
the military-dominated hierarchy, could 
remove one point of friction that helped to 
spawn nation-wide university campus 
demonstrations last month. 

Seoul closes Kyodo 

SEOUL, June 2 (R) — The South Korean 
Information Ministry Monday ordered the 
Japanese news agency Kyodo to stop opera- 
tion in the country. A ministry spokesman 
said the closure order was made because 
Kyodo manager and correspondent 
Kenichiro Kayashi, 33, had been “malici- 
ously twisting facts and issuing false reports" 
about South Korea.
